OW that the cold blasts of 
N March are past and the warm 
spring rains coax the flower- 
buds into blgom, there is a wealth of 
beauty hiddén tn every garden, for 
it will require a few more weeks of 
sunshine and showers to force Mother

When preparing the beds to receive 
the annuals, which have been started 
in the seed boxes, make the soll as 
fine and delicate as possible, for much 
of the future success of the plants 
depends upon this. 

When setting the plants In their 
permanent quarters, use a_ pointed 
stick made from nine or ten inches 
of broomhandle. Point this very 
sharply, for it cannot be too thin 
for small seedlings. Thrust this in- 
to the soll to a depth to accommo- 
date the roots, plus one-half the 
stem. Press the soil firmly about the 
stem so that all the hairlike rootlets 
will come in contact with the earth. 
The holes should be made from five 


to twenty inches apart, according to 
the variety of flower planted. lor 
instance, pansies are spaced much 
closer than salvia or summer cypress. 
Water the soil thoroughly after 
transplanting, but do not. wet the 
plants, and whenever the soil be- 
comes light-colored and dry, sprinkle 
the plants when the sun is not shin- 
ing upon them. It is a wise plan 
to shade the seedlings from the noon- 
day sun for several days after trans- 
planting.
